plicated problem 

It is not rendered any the less so because the problem is being dealt 
with by a multiplicity of tribunals with varying degrees of authority: and 
some with none at all, and in view of the fact that the human element is 
a very important factor in straightening out the tangled affairs of the 
debtors on a reasonable basis and at the same time to the satisfaction of 
both parties to amended contracts. : 

The large number of debors involved, the wide variations in the nature 
and terms of the agreements from which some easement ts sought, the 
great spread in circumstances and conditions under which the debtors have 
been and still are operating, the wide range in the capacity and ability of 
the land to produce, as well as other factors, conspire to prevent the plac- 
ing of debt adjustment on a mathematically scientific basis and for this 
reason, decisions of tribunals and new agreements made on a voluntary 
basis may not always appear on the face of them, to be equitable when 
compared with other decrees and other agreements, 

Where voluntary adjustments are made by mutual consent of debtor 
and creditor, either directly or through the mediation of a board, the ques- 
tion of equitability is not an important consideration.

In almost 28,000,000 acres of semi- 
arid couhtry, known to agricultural 
technologists as ‘“Palliser’s triangle” 
and part of what was once called the 
“Great American Desert,” some farm- 
ers have. seen their crops wither for 
the eighth successive year and the soil 
of their land, baked by relentiess 
sunshine, drift on hot. winds like 
snow in a winter storm. 

Year after year drought has 
plagued them almost into forgetful- 
ness of former fruitful seasons that 
mate life pleasant between recurring 
droughts that have beset the triangle 
for at least a century. Some say a 


pastoral people, herding cattle over’

Roughage For Fodder 


Farmers Have Found Grinding It Is) 
More Economical 

Despite all emergency measures, | 

there is a shortage of live stock feed 

in many sections and a great need 


for further feed. consérvation. Sup- 
plies of roughage that have been 
accumulated should be protected 


from deterioration and then used i 
such a manner as will utilize the ut- 
most of their feed value. Shocked 
corn should not be left in the field to 
suffer damage by rain, sleet or snow, 
but should be hauled to the barn or 
feed lot and carefully stacked | 

Thousands of farmers, even — in| 
years when there have been ample 
supplies of feed, have found it eco-| 
nomical to grind roughage before | 
feeding. In this way they reduce} 
waste and recover much of the feed) 
value that otherwise would be lost. | 
They also have a type of feed which 
lends itself readily to mixing with 
grain concentrates and protefn sup- 
plements to make a balanced ration. 
This practice, no doubt, will be ex- 
tended this year, particularly in view 
of the fact of the poor quality of the 
roughage. There are a great many 
advantages to be gained by this 
method of treating roughage in ad- 
dition te reducing waste. It is easier 
to weigh or measure, easier to mix 
with the concentrates and easier to 
feed, It also requires much less stor- 


important consideration when the 
roughage is so scarce, Many prac- 
tical farmers have reported remark-| 
able gains in livestock fed on 
chopped roughage as compared to! 
| uneut feeds. The Idaho experimental 
| Station reports that it required only 
1,339 pounds of chopped hay per 100 
pounds gain on two-year-old steers 
as compared to 1,630 pounds where 
the animals were fed on long hay.

Dust particles were measured in| 
the far-off milky way and found to|

The discovery of red stars was 
reported, amazingly cooler than any| 
star previously known, their surface) 
heats ranging between 1,800 and 
1,300 Fahrenheit. 

The mystery dust was reported by) 
Paul W. Merrill and O. C. Wilson of 
Mt. Wilson Observatory. It is part 
of the dust in the milky way which 
is visible to the naked eye as the 
dark patches. 

The regions where it floats lie be- 
tween stars and are supposed to be) 
intensely cold, The dust there has| 
been believed previously the same as| 
the dusts and gases on earth. 

Dr, Merrill, examining these 
patches with the spectroscope, found | 
some of the particles absorb light in 
& way wholly new to scientists. 

“I am completely unable to give 
any explanation of the cause,” he 
told the astronomers. Thé dust re- 
veals itself as new steller lines in 
the spectrum, the most important 
ones being 6,284 and 5,780 angstrom 
unit wave lengths.

Built Under Difficulties 
World's Tunnel | 
Oonnects Switzerland With Italy 
The longest railway tunnel in the 
world, and one of the greatest bor- 
ing enterprises of any age, is the one 
connecting Switreriand with Italy 
through the Alps. It is approxi- 
mately twelve and a half miles long 
and was completed in 1005, after 
about six and a half years’ work and

Pilots Are Clever Men 


After Receiving License Have To 
Pass Annual Examinations 

Many crufse holiday-makers wil! 
be familiar with the sight of drop 
ping or picking up the pilot, but so 
far as they are concerned, there the 
incident ends 

The elder brethren of Trinity 
House are the governing body of 
nearly all the pilots in the United 
Kingdom; and Trinity House pilots 
are picked men, explaing a Trinity 
House pilot In London Daily Mall 

Out of every hundred master 
mariners at sea—and all pilots must 
have previously qualified as master 
mariners—-probably 
nally becomes a pilot 

On gaining his master mariner's 
certificate a man ia enabled to take 
command of any ship in the world 
of any size, or on any trade, large 
liner or tramp steamer 

If he wishes to become a pilot he 
must then apply to have his name 
put on the waiting list for which- 
ever port he desires to act 

This list is always a lengthy one 
and ~he will have to walt several 
years before reaching the top 

Having done so he is called up, in- 
terviewed and perhaps approved by 
Trinity House officials. 

Then begins a probationary course 
under a licensed pilot for the port. 
On the satisfactory conclusion of this 
he sits for a rigorous oral examina- 
tion before several sub-commiasion- 
ers of pilotage for Trinity House 

If passes to their satisfaction they 
report to the elder brethren of 
Trinity House that tthey recommend 
him for a licence. 

Eiven then, for his first three years 
as pilot he is limited to ships of « 
certain tonnage, after which he must 
sit for another examination before 
he becomes fully qualified to pilot 
any vessel in the world from the 
Queen Mary down to the smaliest 
steamer afloat. 

A pilot's license lasts for one year 
only, and so every twelve months he 
must present himself for eyesight 
test and satisfy the sub-commission- 
er as to his observance of any local 
changes in buoyage, depths of water, 
landmarks, and #0 on. 

Actually his profession consists of 
@ series of re-examinations. 

When « pilot boards a ship at the 
entrance to a river or pilotage area, 
he assumes immediate control.
